and that the Fattors of the faid Caravan highly extol 
the Perfians for the great Civilities they received from 
them in all the Places they came to. ~— The Letters 
from Conftantinople, not only confirm the happy Ac- 
commodation before-mention ; but fay, that the Porte 
has fent back the Preliminaries ratified, with the ne- 
ceflary full Powers for drawing up the Articles of 
the Treaty for a Peace between the two Powers. 
A Courier was alfo juft arrived at Peterf- 
burg from Warfaw, with a fatisfactory Anfwer from 
the King of Poland, relating to the new Alliance pro- 
pofed to his Majefty by the Czarina and the Emperor 
of Germany. 

The Letters from Warfaw give the following Ac- 
count of the Reception of the Pope’s Nuncio Paulucci 
Merlini, and of his Recognition of the Title of King 
of Auguftus to che Crown of Poland. 

On the 8th Inftant N.S. in the Morning, when he 
arrived at Warfaw, he was received without the Gate 
by the Palatine of Cracow with the King’s Coaches, 
and conducted to his Palace, and after a magnificent 
Dinner, he was introduced to the King by the Count 
de Sulkowsky. On the 17th, which was the Anni- 
verfary of the King and Queen's Coronation; the 
Nuncio, who had only had a private Audience before 
of their Majefties, had a publick one of the King, in 
which he congratulated him on his Accefiion to the 
Throne ; after which he was introduced to the Queen, 
whom he complimented onthe fame Occafion. Then 
the Nuncio and the chief Lords of the Court had the 
Honour to dine with their Majetties at a Table fpread 
for 26 Guefts, while the other Polith Lords and Gentle- 
men were entertained at two Two Table of the Mar- 
fhals of the Court, at each of which were 30 Guefts. 
After the Circulation of the State Healths, during which 
the Guns fired, and the Trumpets and Hautboys play’d, 
all the Lords and Ladies met at 5 o’Clock in Masks 
in the Queen’s Apartment, where, till 8 o’Clock, there 
was Gaming, and then a fplendid Supper; during 
which there wasa fine Concert of Mufick, and at 10 
o’Clock a grand Ball’ was open’d and the Gaming re- 
newed till 2 o’Clock next Morning, when their Ma- 
jetties retired. , 

They write from Koningsberg, that King Staniflaus 
propofed to fet out about the Lnd of the next Month 
for Metz, there to refide till the gederal Peace is fully 
fettled; and that the Marquis de Monti, who is re- 
leafed from his Confinement at Thorn, has Orders to 
repair to Koningsberg, in order to be his Prime Mi- 
nifter. 

Four Regiments of Saxon Cuirafliers, two of Dra- 
goons, and one of Foot, are actually marching home 
from Poland, as is alfoa Part of the Saxon Artillery. 
And the Prince of Hefle Homburg is retiring with 
17,000 Ruffians under his Command to the Ruffian 
Ukraina ; after whole Departure there will then re- 
main in Poland only 8000 Ruffians under General 
Bifmarck ; and "tis believed, that even thele will be 
gone in April next. 

The Dantzickers have the Satisfaftion to hear from 
M. Behn, their Deputy at Warfaw, that the King of 
Poland’s Minuters have declared to him, that their 
Maiter, confidering that the Tranquility of his King- 
dom is now re-eitablifhed, confents to reflore Fort 
Weiflelmunde to them, and to withdraw his Garifon. 
As this Refolution is, by their faid Depu.ies Confeffion, 
partly due to the good Offices of Prince john Adotphus 
of Saxe-Wefliensfels, who always iupported the In- 
terelts of the Dantzickers at the Poiith Covert, the 
Magittrates have made him a confiderable Prefeat, and 
they defign another for the Saxon Officer who com- 
mands the Garifon, when they quit the Place. 

Yefterday Mr. Serjeant Eyre had the Honcur to kifs 
his Majetty’s Hand, being introduced by the ro 
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jion. the Lord High Chancellor, on his being ap- 
pointed one of his Majeity’s Sergeants at Law. 

Robert Pauncefort, Efq; being appointed Attor- 
ney General, and Richard Hollins, Efg; Soll:citor 
(seneral to his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, 
they had the Honour to kifs his Highnefs’s Hand on Fri- 
cay laft; and Yelterday they were introduced to his 
Majefty by the Right Hon. the Lord High Chancel- 
jor, and had the Honour to kifs his Majelty’s Hand 
on the like Occafion: And we hear that Mr. Hollins 
will foon be appointed one of his Majefty’s Council 
at Law. 

We ‘likewife hear that Mr. Toller of Lincoln’s-Inn 
will be made a Serjeant along with Mr. Fortefcue, 
who is appointed one of the Barons of his Majetty’s 
Court of Exchequer, in the Room of Baron Comyns, 
who is made one of the Judges of the Common 
Pleas, on the Promotion’ of Mr. Juflice Reeve to be 
Lord Chief Jultice of that Court; and the Lord Chief 
oe Reeve, and Mr. Juftice Comyns, had the 

{onoer to kifs his Majelty’s Hand Yefterday on that 
Account. 

Lait Saturday the Right Hon. the Lord North and 
Guilford, one of the Gentleman of the Bedchamber 
to his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, was mar- 
ried to tbe Right Hon. the Lady Lewifham, Relitt 
of the late Lord Lewifham, and Mother of the pre- 
fent Lord, a Minor, aged about 5 Years. 

Lait Friday a Prefentation pafied the Great Seal, 
to enable the Rev. Mr. King, M. A. to hold the 
Reétory of Collywefton, in the County of Northamp- 
ton, and Diocefe of Peterborough, to which he was 
lately prefented by the Right Hon. the Lord High 
Chancellor, which Reétorfhip became vacant by the 
Death of the late Rev. Mr. Stanton, M. A. 

This Evening, To-morrow, Wednefday, Thurf- 
day, and Friday, the Corpfe of the late Duke of 
Buckingham, is to lie in State at his Houfe in St. 
James’s Park, ina Room hung with Velvet within, 
an Alcove-under a Canopy with Feathers, the Coro- 
net, Cap and Cufhion, and all the Trophies of Honour 
being placed round him, with fix Mutes attending, 
and a Page of Honour at the Foot of the Body ; feve- 
tal other Rooms, and the Great Hall, will be hung 
in Mourning, and on Saturday in the Afternoon he is 
to be interred in King Henry the VII's Chapel in 
Weftminfter-Abbey. 

This being the Birth-Day of his Grace the Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury, who enters into the 79th Year 
of his Age, his Lordthip will give an Entertainment 
at his Palace at Lambeth to the Nobility, Gc. as 
ufual.
